In a decision from this Office on 1 1 September 2003, the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) 
filed on 24 July 2003 was moot since the declaration submitted was signed by all the inventors. 
However, the declaration of the inventors was not accepted because it was improperly altered. 

On 12 December 2003, applicants' filed a "RESPONSE TO DECISION ON PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a)," which included a copy of the original declaration and second 
declaration that included the signature of Niels Rump. However, the second declaration is 
improper because both sides of the declaration are written. 37 CFR § 1.52(a), states that papers 
that are to become part of permanent Patent and Trademark Office records. . .(iii) written on only 
one side in portrait orientation. Accordingly, the second submitted declaration (written on both 
sides) needs to be separate into two pages written on one side only.

time.
